Association Tackling 
Labor, Trade Problems 


CLEVELAND —In an effort to 
explore material shortages and labor 
problems more’ thoroughly,’ the 
National Association of Refrigeration 
Contractors recently dispatched a 
committee to Washington, D. C. ac- 
cording to Warren W. Farr, president 
of the group. Representatives of the 
N.A.R.C. have been in Washington 
endeavoring to obtain additional com- 
mercial refrigeration equipment for 
members through the various Federal 
war surplus agencies. 

W. Ray Kromer, chairman of the 
N.A.R.C. Labor Relations Committee, 
stated in the nation’s capital, that 
labor problems were receiving his 
“earnest attention.” 

The N.A.R.C. has likewise been 
conducting a poll among its more 
than 400 member firms to determine 
their exact service requirements. An 
association statement declared: 

“With around 3,000,000 commer- 
cial refrigeration systems in _ use, 
with production of new equipment set 
back, and with equipment in use 
another year older, there is every 
reason to believe that the problem of 
keeping systems in operation this 
spring and summer will be even more 
difficult than last year, particularly 
because some parts are still hard to 
obtain. We have good connections in 
Washington and may be able to do

SMYRNA, Del.— An optional in- 
crease of 11.5% over its Oct. 1, 1941, 
net prices for its line of milk coolers 
was recently granted Wilson Cabinet 
Co. in OPA Order 112 under Revised 
Supplementary Order 119. 

The usual provision permitting re- 
sellers to add to their existing maxi- 
mum prices the actual dollars-and- 
cents increase in cost resulting from 
the adjustment is included in the 
directive. 

Wilson was authorized to continue 
current ceilings if they exceed those 
resulting from the increase.

Expect Price Boost Home Building 


On Refrigerators 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—An indus- 
try-wide increase in manufacturers’ 
prices of household mechanical refrig- 
erators may be forthcoming soon, 
according to sources close to the 
OPA. 

Nothing is known yet on the ques- 
tion of whether or not distributors 
and dealers will be expected to absorb 
such price increases as may be an- 
nounced. Automobile dealers are now 
fighting efforts of the OPA to make 
them absorb most of the recent price 
increases announced for automobile 
manufacturers. 


Peak Production of 
Appliances by June? 


DETROIT — The major appliance 
industry may approach its 1941 pro- 
duction levels by June, but the cus- 
tomer will be unable to buy in 
’41 style until the supplies of new 
products are built up again, declared 
A. M. Wibel, vice president of 
Nash-Kelvinator Corp., in a recent 
radio broadcast here. 

Mr. Wibel said that shortages had 
limited the production of refrigerators 
to 150,000 units from V-J Day to the 
end of the year, and that with the 
supply picture beginning to approach 
something near normal in January, 
production came to a near dead halt 
because of the strike of steel and 
electrical workers. 

With these strikes mostly settled, 
manufacturers won’t exactly have to 
start up again from scratch, but 
supply lines must be refilled, Mr. 
Wibel pointed out. 

The Nash-Kelvinator executive 
pointed out that the new products are 
of the “highest standard,” and de- 
clared that “people who believe they 
should wait for radical changes in 
the products should know that prod- 
uct changes are always evolutionary 
and take place over a period of 
several years. It will be four or five 
years before we see trends in prod- 
ucts that are radically different.” 


Westinghouse Strike 
Deadlock Continues 


NEW YORK CITY—Little progress 
was made during the past week 
towards the settlement of the strike 
of Westinghouse workers. 

Refusal of the CIO Electrical 
Workers Union to accept the com- 
pany’s offer of wage increases which 
Westinghouse says will add 15.1 
cents to the average hourly earning 
of employes stymied further negotia- 
tion efforts most of the week. 


Statewide Michigan 
R.S.E.S. Is Planned 


ST. JOHNS, Mich.—The beginnings 
of a_ statewide organization for 
Michigan’s several chapters of the 
Refrigeration Service Engineers So- 
ciety were set in motion at the 
meeting held at St. Johns’ Steel hotel 
March 25. 

Guided by National Vice President 
C. Buschkopf, just returning from 
attending the formation of a state 
RSES association in Wisconsin, the 
more than 100 members that had 
come from cities all over Michigan 
chose John J. Bush, secretary of the 
Wolverine Chapter (Lansing), as 
temporary chairman for the state;

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Aids May Result 
In New Priorities 


No Government Action 
Yet, But Possibility 
Is Considered 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Drastic 
restrictions on building recently im- 
posed by the Civilian Production 
Administration will not in themselves 
have much effect on the refrigeration 
and appliance industries, but there 
was some feeling that any extension 
of these controls which would affect 
materials might serve to retard full 
production of consumer’ durable 
goods. 

It is reported that the government 
has given some thought to—although 
not yet taking any definite action— 
the matter of placing on priority 
such products as plumbing supplies, 
and the materials used in producing 
such supplies. This in turn might 
limit production of certain items for 
the refrigeration industry. 

The restriction on building, de- 
signed to speed construction of homes 
for veterans, sets up the following 
rules: 

Permits completion of any con- 
struction already begun, provided 
“any of the materials which are to 
be an integral part of the structure 
have been incorporated in it on the 
site” and if work is being carried on 
at present. 

The order does not apply to con- 
struction, repair, alteration, or in- 
stallation jobs on which the cost does 
not exceed these allowances: 

Houses designed for five or fewer 
families, also farmhouses or other 
structures, such as a garage on 
residential property—-$400 a job. 

Hotel, resort, apartment house or 
other residential building designed for 
occupancy by more than five families 
— $1,000 a job. 

Commercial or service establish- 
ment, such as Office, store, garage, 
theater, warehouse, radio _ station, 
gas service station—$1,000 a job. 

Farm buildings excluding farm- 
house—$1,000 a job. 


Church, hospital, school, public 
building, charitable _institution— 
$1,000 a job. 


Factory, plant, or other industrial 
structure used for manufacturing, 
processing, or assembling; logging 
and lumber camp; pier structure for 
a commercial airport or _ carrier 
terminal; railway or street car build- 
ing; research laboratory; pilot plant; 
motion picture set; utility structure; 
gas or petroleum refining or dis- 
tribution, except service stations and 
garages—$15,000 a job. 

Other structures—$200 a job.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Price 
boosts on fractional horsepower 
motors to spur the output of me- 
chanical refrigerators and other items 
have been recommended to the OPA 
by the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration, it is reported here. 

Officials of the C.P.A. have made 
formal representations to the price 
agency for higher ceiling prices to 
break some production bottlenecks, it 
is said.

4% increase Granted 
On Machinery and 
Equipment Prices 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—An increase 
of 4% in the ceiling prices of 
machinery, parts, and_ industrial 
equipment where the percentage of 
steel costs in sale prices is more than 
40% has been granted recently by 
OPA. 

Applying to all levels of sale, the 
increase has been granted to offset 
the recently granted increase in steel 
prices, according to OPA, after it was 
determined that manufacturers could 
not absorb the steel prices boosts in 
addition to wage increases where 
steel costs were more than 40% of 
their total sales costs. 

“The products for which the 4% 
increase is authorized are all essen- 
tial to the reconversion program, 
either as finished products or parts 
of essential machinery and consumer 
goods,” it was explained by OPA 
officials. 

“The present cost-maximum price 
relationship of these products is such 
that there is insufficient margin for 
industries to absorb any 
increases due to steel prices, in addi- 
tion to increased costs due to wage 
increases.”

Inquiry was made among N.A.R.C. 
members concerning specific cases 
where they may have encountered 
difficulty in obtaining parts or 
motors. 

The N.A.R.C. was organized at a 
meeting here in January for the 
alleged purpose of maintaining a 
high standard of business ethics and 
workmanship among refrigeration 
contractors.

One of the greatest needs at the 
present time, said Mr. Farr, is for 
refrigeration contractors in towns or 
communities throughout the U. S. 
to discuss the formation of local 
groups to affiliate with the N.A.R.C. 
The more quickly a nationwide as- 
sociation of refrigeration contractors 
becomes strong and thoroughly or- 
ganized, he said, the more quickly 
will tangible results accrue from their 
joint efforts. 

Approximately 2,500 refrigeration 
mechanics are employed by the more 
than 400 member firms, Mr. Farr 
added.

Price-Fixing Methods 
Outlined For Crosley 


CINCINNATI—tThe three methods 
for determining ceiling prices on 
sales by distributors to dealers of 
Crosley Corp.’s Model SS 746 refrig- 
erator were outlined in Order 12, 
MPR 598, as follows: 

1. The approved OPA ceiling will 
be the price that yields the distribu- 


@ tor the same percentage of the total 


dollar margin between the manufac- 
turer’s price to him and the dealer’s 
price for resales to ultimate con- 
sumers as he received between Oct. 
1-15, 1941, on a comparable product 
to the same class of purchasing 
dealer. 

2. If the above method is not ap- 
plicable, the distributor may use the 
ceiling price established under this 
order for the sale by his ‘closest 
seller of the same class.” 


The term, ‘closest seller of the 
same class,” is defined by OPA as 
being a distributor who has a ceiling 
price for sales of the identical model 
of refrigerator to the same class of 
purchaser, and is located nearer to 
the distributor than any other dis- 
tributor having such a ceiling price. 


3. If neither of the above methods 
provides the distributor with a ceiling 
price, he is permitted to mark up the 
manufacturer’s delivered price to him 
by 18.44%. 

The ordinary discounts, allowances, 
and other price differentials in effect 
on sales of similar articles are per- 
mitted, said OPA. 


11.7% Boost Permitted 
On 9 Dexter Washers 


FAIRFIELD, Iowa — Permission 
for The Dexter Co. here to increase 
the ceiling prices of nine models of 
its washing machines by 11.7%, in- 
stead of the previously authorized 
7.7%, was recently granted by OPA.

The compartments have 
insulated double doors for access to 
the main hatches for ease in han- 
dling perishable products quickly.

These 
thermometers accurately read tem- 
perature at four stations in each 
compartment, enabling the operators 
to check regularly on temperature 
conditions without’ entering’ the 
loaded compartments.

RICHMOND, Va.— Immediate es- 
tablishment of 20 service stations, 
carrying a full line of replacement 
parts and providing free mechanical 
maintenance to member-patrons dur- 
ing the guarantee period of any of 
its appliances, except radios, is con- 
templated here by Southern States 
Cooperative.

thunder for quite different purposes, 

But that is just what has come to 
pass in the last year. Looking ahead 
to the coming elections, some of the 
“conservative” people decided to 
fight fire with fire. 


Enter the Sound Thinkers 


Up in Minnesota last Fall, 1,500 
“solid citizens” received invitations 
to attend a rally opening the 1946 
campaign of a group calling itself 
the Minnesota People’s Political 
Action Committee. 

This organization was described by 
its state chairman, A. J. Olson, a 
University of Minnesota regent, as 
being a “coalition of conservative, 
progressive, and liberal forces to 
combat fascism in all its forms.” 

Of the 40 original sponsors, “old 
guard” Republicans predominated. 
However, the group claimed that 
participants included all factions of 
the GOP, some Democrats, and even 
a number of right-wing former 
Farmer-Laborites. 

At the time of its organization, the 
precise objectives of the MP-PAC 
were somewhat cloudy. But judging 
from the political leanings and com- 
ments of some members, there 
seemed no doubt that a battle with 
the CIO-PAC was brewing. 

And indeed it was. In the weeks 
that followed, open warfare broke 
out. 

The opening shot was fired by Mr. 
Olson’s committee when it protested 
the proposed increase in unemploy- 
ment compensation “while jobs went 
begging.” From then on, reports 
came regularly from Minnesota of @ 
“day-by-day running quarrel.” 

One of the interesting develop- 
ments of this battle was a clash over 
the name “PAC.” In a move ad- 


mittedly aimed at the MP-PAC, the ~ 


State CIO filed papers for incorpora- 
tion of its PAC, and at the same 
time took a verbal poke at the con- 
servative group. 

In using the term, “PAC,” the CIO 
said, “it recognizes the great demo- 
cratic force which CIO-PAC (first in 
the field) has helped revivify and 
fears it and seeks to divert it.” 

Replied the MP-PAC: “Certainly 
there can be no confusion regarding 
the objectives of the two associations. 
The words Political Action Com- 
mittee simply indicate the nature of 
the organization—that it is 4 
organization for securing political 
action.” 

The MP-PAC cited a similar situa 
tion in Ohio as evidence that the 
CIO cannot claim exclusive use of the 
term. There, it said, state authorities 
overruled the Ohio CIO-PAC’s objec 
tions to the name, “Ohio Peoples 
Political Action Committee.”

Skin-Grafting Operation 
Aided by Refrigerated 
Storage of Grafts 


NEW YORK CITY — Skin for 
autogenous grafts may be kept under 
refrigeration for as long as eight 
weeks, according to a report by 
Dr. D. N. Matthews in the medical 
publication “Lancet.” 

This storage of ample supplies of 
grafts prevents the patient with a 
large denuded area from having to 
undergo a succession of operations; 
it reduces the number of donor areas 
needed in a multiple-stage plastic 
repair of a healed wound; helps 
especially in a partial failure of an 
initial graft; and allows application 
of the graft at the best time as a 
bedside dressing. . 

Fixation without anesthesia may be 
simplified by using fibrin instead of 
sutures. 

The refrigerator temperature ranges 
from 3 to 6° C. When so stored, 
grafts have been kept without 
histologic change.

Speedking, deluxe Model 1652, will 
have as an accessory to its multi- 
heat control individual signal lights 
for each surface unit, which decrease 
or increase in light intensity as the 
unit is turned from high to low, or 
low to high. 

Built in the back splash of this 
model is a combination electric clock 
timer and minute minder. The timer 
is so connected that it may be used 
not only to time control the oven, 
but also the built-in economy cooker 
or the appliance outlet located on 
the back splash. 


The oven on this model is con- 
trolled by a combination oven switch 
and automatic pre-heat cutoff ther- 
mostat which automatically cuts off 
the top unit in the oven being used 
when the oven has been set for pre- 
heat cooking. 

This feature is said to enable the 
homemaker, when using the oven for 
a pre-heat operation, to forget about 
running the oven selector switch 
from the pre-heat to the bake posi- 
tion. The automatic pre-heat cutoff 
thermostat does this, thus cutting off 
the top unit on the pre-heat cycle 
and continuing the control on the 
bottom unit only. 


To illuminate the interior of the 
oven when the oven door is open, an 
automatic oven light is featured on 
both the deluxe and medium priced 
models. The oven is vented through 
an opening in the back splash, which 
8 so designed as to preclude the 
Possibility of staining and discoloring 
any adjacent walls, it is claimed. 

Under the right utility drawer a 
thermostatically controlled warming 
unit is located. This is controlled by 
& push switch with the pilot light 
located on the back splash and con-

company claims. 

Contrary to -conventional unit 
models, it is Universal’s idea that 
units should be mounted in such a 
way as to prevent liquids spilled on 
the platform from dropping into the 
interior of the range around the unit 
shell. .

All parts of the liquid cooler, in- 
cluding spray nozzles, coil banks, and 
water tank, are easily reached for 
cleaning. The company recommends 
weekly cleaning of the tank and 
claims that in this way the coils will 
stay clean indefinitely, regardless of 
water source. 

It is possible, says Niagara, to pro- 
duce 33° water constantly without 
danger of freezing since the system 
is open and does not depend for 
safety on the proper functioning of 
the back pressure regulating valve. 

Range of capacities of the different 
sizes of Niagara liquid coolers runs 
from 10 to 135 tons of refrigeration. 
Water deliveries vary from 24 to 
465 gals. per minute. 


Foods, Beverages Cooled 
In Portable Frost-Box 


LOS ANGELES—A new 25 Ib. 
portable frost-box to keep foods and 
beverages at low temperature for 
picknickers and traveling motorists 
has been developed by Calpasti Corp. 

Cooling is provided by a detachable 
compartment that carries 13% Ibs. 
of either dry ice or water ice and is 
said to keep foods from spoiling for 
extended periods. The carrying case, 
with dimensions of 24 x 16 x 15 in., 
has an outer shell of water-resistant, 
laminated plastic, separated from the 
aluminum interior compartment by 
2 in. of insulation.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
OF 
ELECTRIC APPLIANCE DEALERS 
ASSOCIATION (ST. PAUL) 

We the undersigned, for the purpose of 
forming a corporation under and pur- 
suant to the provisions of Chapter 309 
of Minnesota Statutes, 1941, and laws 
amendatory thereof .and supplementary 
thereto, do hereby «associate ourselves 
together as a body corporate, and do 
hereby adopt the following Articles of 
Incorporation: 

ARTICLE I 
Name 

The name of this corporation shall be 
“Electric Appliance Dealers Association 
(St. Paul).” 

ARTICLE II 
Location 

The principal place of transacting the 
business of this corporation shall be in 
the City of St. Paul, County of Ramsey, 
State of Minnesota. 


ARTICLE III 
Objects and Purposes 


The objects and purposes of this cor-

The resignation of a member 
shall not be accepted unless two weeks 
notice ir: writing shall be given to the 
Secretary and all dues or other obliga- 
tions to the Corporation, including those 
for the current year, shall have been paid 

full. 
© tien 3. Members who fail to pay the 
annual dues and assessments as deter- 
mined pursuant to the Articles of 
Incorporation and as prescribed in these 
By-Laws, may, at the discretion of the 
Board of Directors, be suspended by a 
two-thirds vote thereof, and shall for the 
period of suspension forfeit all rights and 
privileges of membership in the Corpora- 
tion. 

(a). In addition to suspension from 
membership for failure to pay the dues 
prescribed and assessments levied, any 
member may, for cause be suspended or 
expelled. Such suspension or expulsion 
shall not be voted excent by a two-thirds 
vote of the Board of Directors, nor until 
said member shall have been furnished a 
full statement of the charges against him, 
and provided adequate opportunity for a 
hearing thereon.

Any of the powers or duties 
of the Secretary, Treasurer, or Secretary- 
Treasurer, as prescribed in these By-Laws, 
shall at all times be subject to assignment 
in whole or in part to any other officer 
of the Corporation, or to any person or 
entity as agent of this Corporation, by the 
President and subject to the approval of 
the Board of Directors. 

a. In the event of such assignment, 
and if as a part thereof the control of any 
monies or property is assigned, the officer 
or agent to whom such assignment is 
made shall execute a bond for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties. If all of 
the powers and duties of the aforesaid 
officers are assigned as herein provided, 
and the said Secretary or Treasurer re- 
tains no power or control over any monies 
or property, the said bond shall then be 
given only by the officer or agent to 
whom such assignment is made. 

Section 8 Any officer may be removed 
from office for neglect or refusal to per- 
form his duties or for misconduct, by a 
three-fourths vote of the Directors present 
at a regular meeting or at a special meet- 
ing called for that purpose, provided that 
due notice thereof shall have been given 
in writing to the accused at least fifteen 
days prior to said meeting. 

a. In case of the temporary absence or 
disability of any officer or director, the 
position may be filled pro tempore by the 
President. 

b. In case of the death, resignation, or 
other disability of one or more of the 
officers or directors, or both, the remain- 
ing directors, although less than a 
quorum, may fill the vacancies for the 
unexpired term. 


ARTICLE IV 
Board of Directors 


Section 1. The Board of Directors 
shall constitute the governing body of the 
Corporation. It shall have the general 
management and control of the business 
and affairs of the Corporation, and shall 
exercise all the powers that may be exer- 
cised or performed by the Corporation 
under the statutes, the Certificate of 
Incorporation, and the By-Laws. The 
Board of Directors shall have the power 
to make, alter or amend any By-Laws for 
the regulation of the business of this 
corporation which are not contrary to or 
an alteration of By-Laws, or any part 
thereof, adopted by the members, or 
which are contrary to the law for its own 
government and that of the corporation, 
provided, however, that said power of the 
Board of Directors may be extended by 
the affirmative vote of two-thirds (%) of 
the members of the corporation present 
at any annual meeting of the corporation, 
of any special meeting thereof, when due 
notice that said extension of power is to 
be voted upon, provided there be a quorum 
present at such meeting; to fill all offices 
for the unexpired term thereof, to exercise 
general supervision over the receipts and 
expenditures of the Corporation; to ap- 
point employes and other agents of the 
Corporation, and to define the duties of 
its officers other than as defined herein; 
to fix the compensation of employes and 
agents of the Corporation; and to do 
all other acts and things which it may 
deem to be to the interest of the 
Corporation. 

a. The Board of Directors shall hold 
its first regular meeting immediately 
after, and its last regular meeting within 
thirty days preceding the annual meeting 
of the Corporation in each year, and may 
hold such regular and special meetings as 
it may deem necessary, or as may here- 
after be provided by the By-laws. Special 
meetings shall be called by the President 
whenever he shall be requested to do so 
in writing by at least three members of 


the Board. A special meeting may be 
called without notice to the Directors if 
the full Board convenes and all agree to 
the holdings of the meeting at the time 
and place where such meeting is held and 
waive all rights to notice thereof. 

b. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to prevent the commitment of the 
Corporation upon matters of public policy 
by a majority vote of the members at 
any annual or special meeting of the 
corporation. 

ec. The Board of Directors shall cause 
the books and the accounts of the Cor- 
poration to be audited annually by an 
auditing committee or by a public ac- 
countant, and shall submit the report of 
said committee or said accountant to its 
members at the next annual meeting. 

d. When the total membership of the 
Board of Directors does not exceed seven, 
four of such members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of all business 
at any of its meetings, except as otherwise 
specifically provided herein. If such total 
membership shall be increased to a num- 
ber in excess of seven, a number not less 
than two-thirds of such total membership 
shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE V 
Meeting of Members 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the 
members of the Corporation shall be held 
during the month of January of each 
year on such date and at such place and 
time as the Board of Directors shall 
determine. Notice of the time and place 
of the annual meeting signed by the 
Secretary, shall be mailed to the last 
known address of each member of the 
Corporation, at least ten (10) days prior 
to the date fixed for such meeting. 

Section 2. Special meetings of the mem- 
bers of the Corporation may be called by 
the President or by order of the Board 
of Directors at any time, either at the 
principle office of the Corporation or else- 
where, and notice of such meetings shall 
be mailed by the Secretary to each mem- 
ber at least two (2) days before such 
meetings. It shall be the duty of the 
Directors or of the President to call a 
special meeting of the members upon 
written request by twenty (20) per cent 
of the members of the Corporation. 

Section 3. A quorum at all meetings of 
the Corporation shall be twenty (20) per 
cent of the members of the Corporation. 
If no quorum is present, then.a majority 
of the members present may adjourn the 


meeting from time to time. A notice of 
such adjournment shall be mailed to each 
member at least two (2) days before the 
date to which such meeting is so 
adjourned; but if a quorum is present, 
they may adjourn from time to time as 
they may see fit, and no notice need then 
be given. 

Section 4. The fiscal year of this 
Corporation shall begin on the 1st day of 
February and end on the 31st day of 
January in the following year. 


ARTICLE VI 
Committees and Agents 


Section 1. Such additional officers or 
agents as the Board of Directors may 
designate shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, subject to the approval of the Board, 
and such officers need not be directors 
and such agents need not be members of 
the Corporation. 

Section 2. Regular or special committees 
may be designated by either the President 
or the Board of Directors, and the mem- 
bers thereof shall be appointed by the 
President. 


ARTICLE VII 
Amendments 


Section 1. The By-Laws of the Cor- 
poration may be altered, amended, or re- 
pealed by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers of the corporation present at a 
regular or special meeting, provided that 
written notice of the proposed alteration, 
amendment, or repeal shall have been sent 
to the members of the corporation with 
the call for such meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Seal 


Section 1. The seal of the Corporation 
shall be of such design as may be selected 
by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX 
Order of Business 


Section 1. The order of business at the 
regular meetings of members of this 
Corporation shall be as follows: 

a. Call to order. 

b. Roll call. 

c. Reading and action upon minutes of 
previous meetings. 

Reports of officers. 
Reports of committees. 
Unfinished business. 
New business. 
Adjournment.

“MINNEAPOLIS — At the _inter- 
section of Lake and Emerson streets 
here is the ultra-modernistic “proving 
ground” of a “specialist in specialties” 
—a gentleman enthusiastically dedi- 
cated to taking his specialties out of 
the luxury class by educating the 
public to their contribution to better 
living. 

The proving ground is Freezers, 
Inc., a frozen food store and retail 
outlet for “specialty” appliances. 

The specialist is A. T. Miéillott, 
president of Freezers, Inc., one of 
three related enterprises dealing in 
various phases of refrigeration and 
air conditioning. 

The specialties are special frozen 
food concoctions and such appliances 
as home freezers and dishwashers. 

Back of this project is Mr. Millott’s 
belief that there will be no important 
demand for these items until the 
public is educated to, and convinced 
of, their advantages. This, he thinks, 
is a task yet to be accomplished. 

So Freezers, Inc., is going about 
the business of stimulating this de- 
mand by offering a complete frozen 
food service, including not only the 
foods and the freezers to store them 
in, but instructions in how to get 
the best out of them. Here is the 


way Mr. Millott summarizes this 
service: 

“We propose to handle frozen foods 
of the highest quality and widest 
variety and to educate our customers 
by personal service in the handling 
and selection of frozen foods, as well 
as in the preparation, defrosting, 
cooking, and even the recipes for 
meals. 

“We shall emphasize proper selec- 
tion of quality at the processor, 
proper temperature and transporta- 
tion to us, proper storage tempera- 
ture in our freezers, refrigerated 
truck delivery to the home, proper 
storage in the home, and then proper 
preparation and serving.” 


SPECIALTY APPLIANCES 

Supplementing this service is the 
sale of specialty appliances, “par- 
ticularly those that have low satura- 
tion and little or no experience 
factor.”

appeal of the ultra-modernistic set-up. 
Your eyes would focus first, perhaps, 
on the groups of frozen food cabinets, 
and you would note that each group 
consists of four cabinets fitted to- 
gether in a cloverleaf arrangement. 


‘It is interesting to note,” Mr. 
Millott would explain as you halted 
before one of the units, “that the four 
cases, holding about 1,000 pounds 
each, represent about 32 ft. of frozen 
food display in a 20 sq. ft. area. 
They operate at 0 to -10° easily and 
are refrigerated by a %-hp. air cooled 
compressor. 

“In our case, since we have no 
basement, it was necessary to design 
the equipment so that one electrical 
outlet would take care of the com- 
pressor and lighting. The compres- 
sor can, of course, be placed in a 
basement directly beneath the cabi- 
nets, if desired.” 

Being told that here the compressor 
is located in the center of each 
cloverleaf, directly beneath a chrome- 
plated, upright, hollow standard, you 
would notice the attractive, illumi- 
nated kodachrome display and case 
spotlights at the top of the support. 
In between pictures of frozen dishes, 
you would. observe such catch words

“The wiring from the display,” Mr. 
Millott would say, “is brought down 
through the hollow standard and 
wired into the same outlet that ener- 
gizes the compressor motor.” 

You would be told that the design 
of the cabinets and their arrangement 
is patented and that the concern 
proposes to merchandise the layout to 
the commercial market as a complete 
package. 

As you walked about the room, 
Mr. Millott would tell you something 
about the 50 by 135 ft. building itself, 
which adjoins a large parking lot. 


BUILDING ALL REMODELED 


“We completely remodeled the 
building, and, by means of permanent 
partitions, divided the store to give 
us a 50 by 50 ft. display room. 
Notice the attractive blue linoleum 
wainscoting on the walls, the cases 
trimmed in chrome, and the accousti- 
cal tile ceiling in white. 

“Ideal illumination is provided by 
four rows of continuous fluorescent 
lighting. Every part of the store is 
the result of sound engineering and 
architectural service. 


“We want to make our store as 
attractive as possible—and as per- 
suasive as_ possible. The whole 
motif is one of cleanliness, better 
nutrition, and convenience. We've 
tried to design it so that frozen foods 
themselves will sell our customers on 
their advantages. Wall murals, spe- 
cial lighting effects, and the slogans 
we use are part of the promotional 
scheme.” 


LARGE FREEZER ROOM 


Leading you through an archway 
into the rear of the building, Mr. 
Millott would show you the large 
freezer room holding 100,000 pounds 
of merchandise and maintaining a 
temperature of -20°. 

“This is quite an installation in 
itself,” he would point out, “being so 
designed that a 44% hp. in compressor 
capacity easily carries the load. 

“A 1%-hp. compressor, using

“We merchandise dry ice as well 
as ship food in insulated containers 
anywhere in our territory, or, for that 
matter, anywhere in the country.” 

Purpose of the test kitchen, to be 
arranged in harmony with the dis- 
play room, is not only to test foods 
and arrange menus, but to feature 
an operating disnlay of the appliances 
handled, it would be explained. 


HIS BUSINESS PH't™LOSOPHY 


As you headed back to the display 
room, Mr. Millott would tell you 
something of his business philosophy. 

Many dealers who look for great 
things in the merchandising of 
frozen food cabinets may be dis- 
illusioned, he thinks. They may find 
that although there is a wide accept- 
ance for the units, the demand will 
be weak in comparison with such 
items as domestic refrigerators and 
ranges. He is convinced that unless 
someone “carries the ball’’ during the 
immediate postwar period, keeping up 
this acceptance and creating demand 
on the basis of “a new way to live,” 
the home freezer volume will be dis- 
couragingly small. 

You would find that Mr. Millott 
likes to think of his organization as 
doing this “ball carrying” on all 
specialty items in the frozen food line, 
too. “As they become demand items, 
they will no doubt be merchandised 
through regular channels,” he would 
guess, “but we will set standards of

(Concluded from preceding page) 
handling that will have to be followed 
in these merchandising channels if 
they are to maintain quality and be 
an asset to the frozen food industry.” 

He likes to think, too, that the 
appliance and food industries have 
an important role to play in simplify- 
ing operation of the home. 

“Today mothers keep house like 
their grandmothers did,” he would 
say. “Tomorrow, we must make 
meal preparation as simple as order- 
ing from a menu—prepared in a few 
minutes without fuss and worry.” 

What Freezers, Inc., already has to 
offer in this direction could be seen 
by glancing over a recent frozen food 
list. On it, you would observe a wide 
selection of fruits, vegetables, bakery 
goods, ready-cooked foods, _ evis- 
cerated poultry, fish and sea food, 
dairy products, and packaging mate- 
rials. 


PROMOTIONAL PROGRAM 


You might be told, too, of the type 
of appeal Freezers, Inc., is using to 
help build up a demand for its prod- 
ucts. For instance, in the opening 
announcement which emphasized the 
store’s theme—‘“a new way of living” 
—you would read: 

“Who has not heard of the 
mouth-watering goodness of spe- 
cial dishes made famous’ by 
Omar Khayyam’s in San Fran- 
cisco . . . the Villa Moderne on 
Chicago’s North Side . . . Detroit’s 
Hospitality House . La 
Louisiane in New Orleans .. . 
and regretted that time and 
distance did not permit enjoy- 
ment of their supurb foods. . 
“Now from Freezers, Inc., you can 

grace your table with the finest of 


foods, completely prepared by world- 
renowned chefs, and brought to you 
direct from their own kitchens in all 
their original savoriness. Yes—and 
do it secure in the knowledge that 
scientifically controlled conditions 
from the selection of ingredients to 
the time you serve guarantee their 
delectable goodness .. .” 


FROZEN FOOD USE LIMITED 


“You know,” he would reflect, ‘a 
lot of women use frozen foods today 
merely for the sake of occasional 
convenience. Most of them use a 
very limited selection of foods, and 
often aren’t altogether satisfied with 
some of the less standardized items 
just because they don’t know how 
to handle them. Proper defrosting 
and cooking methods have to be 
explained to them, and that’s what 
we're trying to do.” 

You probably would find out that, 
despite the great potentialities of the 
market, Mr. Millott has not “gone 
overboard.” 

“We don’t expect that everyone 
will be able to become a customer, 
even though the appeal will be widely 
popular,” he would admit. “This is 
still a specialty field, and until the 
volume of demand and use is much 
greater than it will be for some time, 
manufacturers of frozen food cabi- 
nets and frozen foods cannot meet a 
‘popular’ price demand.

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living,’ we do not expect a volume 
market. But the best way to in- 
crease the market for home freezers 
is to increase the market for frozen 
foods.” 


Looking forward into the future, 
and with judgment based on consider- 
able experience in prewar years, Mr. 
Millott would predict a_ possible 
unhealthy condition existing in the 
home freezer field, with a large num- 
ber of highly competitive manufac- 
turers, both known and unknown, 
supplying cabinets to dealers, and 
distributors who have high hopes but 
no previous experience in the field. 


These wholesalers and retailers, it 
would be suggested, will ‘load up” 
for what they believe will be lush 
years and ready demand. Unless the 
demand is self-impelled, they will 


naturally push those items which 
create volume and move with the 
least effort.» They will go back to 
their first love—their regular line. 


“After families have been educated 
to appreciate the convenience and 
economy in time, labor, and money 
that possession of a frozen food 
cabinet brings, the field is unlimited,” 
you would be told. “The time is 
conceivably not far off when an 
architect would not dream of drawing 
up a blueprint for a home without 
including space for a home freezer. 


“The size then will depend only 
on the particular family’s needs and 
wishes. 

If you should ask about the other 
two companies, you would learn that 
Cold-Art Corp. distributes wholesale 
through dealers specialty appliances, 


such as the Deepfreeze unit, and that 
Conditioned-Air Equipment Co. spe- 
cializes in engineering, installation, 
service, and erection of commercial 
refrigeration and air conditioning 
equipment, as well as sheet metal 
fabrication. 


“As the equipment in a home goes 
more and more toward engineered 
jobs and designed installations,” it 
would be pointed out, “we propose 
to be in a position to give our cus- 
tomers and our dealers a_ service 
second to none.

Then there was anotiter big market 
that required multiple evaporators on 
one condensing unit—the apartment 
house. _Here as many as 25 or 30 
evaporators in as-many refrigerators 
in as many apartments could be oper- 
ated by the same condensing unit in 
the basement. 


LOW-SIDE FLOAT VALVE 
FILLED THE NEED 


And so the “low-side float” valve 
appeared and immediately became 
very popular, for it permitted mul- 
tiple installations with their tempera- 
ture controlled by one low-pressure 
control connected to the condensing 
unit and starting and stopping this 
unit by pressure directly; but in- 
directly the evaporators were all 
kept at approximately the same tem- 
perature, so that, unless the load on 
one cabinet was much more or much 
less than on its companions on the 
same condensing unit, the cabinct 
temperatures of all the cabinets were 
about the same. 

Other advantages were: (1) the 
evaporator could be produced com- 
plete, with the low-side float built-in 
as an integral part, and the whole 
thing installed, without adjustments, 
and connected to the condensing unit 
with a liquid line and a suction line, 

(2) the low-side float could be 
made inexpensively, 

(3) it gave a “flooded system” 
which promoted evaporator efficiency, 

(4) it lent itself to sulphur-dioxide, 
a non-miscible refrigerant, which was 
the most widely used refrigerant at 
that time, 

(5) it allowed a reserve supply of 
liquid refrigerant to be carried in the 
condensing unit, so that small leaks 
did not affect operation of the equip- 
ment for some time, that is, until the 
reserve supply of liquid was _ ex- 
hausted. 

A major disadvantage was the 
large amount of refrigerant that was 
required for such a system. 


EFFECT OF UNITIZED 
EQUIPMENT 


As the vogue changed toward 
unitized equipment—a _ condensing 
unit for each cabinet, in both com- 
mercial and apartment installations, 
the need for the low-side float de- 
creased. 

Then, too, the thermostatic expan- 
sion valve came into use and sup- 
plied the need for a liquid control for 
multiple systems. Moreover, the 
thermostatic expansion valve offered 
extra flexibility that permitted its 
use with practically any type of 
evaporator. 


~ 
LOW-SIDE FLOAT DID ‘oT 
LEND ITSELF TO MISCI#2LE 
REFRIGERANTS 


Another factor that has contributeg 
to the passing of the low-sicde fiogt 
is the introduction and increaseg 
popularity of the refrigerants that 
are miscible with oil, such as methyl 
chloride and the “Freons.” 

As noted previously, these vefrig- 
erants require some device in the 
low-side float chamber to pick up 
some of the oil-refrigerant liquid 
and take it out into a continuous 
tube, often called a dryer coil, jn 
which the refrigerant is vaporized, 
leaving the oil to be pulled along the 
inner walls of the tubing and thence 
back to the compressor. 

Although the low-side float valve 
worked well with sulphur-dioxide it 
was not highly successful for use 
with methyl-chloride or “Freon” be- 
cause of the oil problem. 

Today the thermostatic expansion 
valve and the capillary tube have 
largely superseded the once popular 
low-side float.

Another important aspect of ex- 


tended surface coil design and appli- 
cation was stressed by Mr. McMillen: 
“Too much attention is placed on 
selling the public a temperature for 
storage, and not enough attention is 
devoted to selling proper conditions 
for food storage,” he said. 

Proper temperature alone is not 
enough, for the subject of relative 
humidity must also be considered if 
satisfactory conditions are to be ob- 
tained from a refrigeration installa- 
tion, he emphasized. 

A new type of extended surface 
high transfer coil claimed to have an 
unusually high rate of heat transfer 
was described by Mr. McMillen in 
his talk. Extended surface of the 
coil consists of a thin serrated copper 
strip formed with a, small flange for 
soldering to the tubing. 

The strip is spiraled around the 
tubing and bonded with solder, mak- 
ing a spiraled row of small fins with 
a slight amount of air space between 
each fin. Spacing between the rows 
of fins can range from % in. up, 
and it can be employed on tubing up 
to 6 in. o.d., according to Mr. Mc- 


Millen. 
EXPLAINS EFFECT OF DESIGN 


The spiral design tends to create 
turbulence in the air passing over the 
coil, and the arrangement of the tab- 
like fins assures each fin’s being 
wiped by air, declared Mr. McMillen, 
who asserted that this design was 
“py far the most efficient surface for 
forced-draft cooling.” 

Another advantage claimed for this 
new type finned coil is improved de- 
frosting. The line of frost follows 
spirally around the tube, and the air 
space between the fins materially 
aids in the defrosting operation, he 
claims. 

“This serrated fin coil would prob- 
ably not increase the capacity of a 
small commercial machine, but it 
would permit the unit to operate on 
more frequent cycles,” asserted Mr. 
McMillen. 


Tracing the history of low side 
development in the refrigeration in- 
dustry, Mr. McMillen pointed out how 
years ago the only extended surface 
then. known consisted of two cast 
half-sections bolted together like a 
pipe flange. 

“This was very poor, quite ineffi- 
cient, and the cost was terrific,” he 
commented. 


In those days there were no drawn 
copper or steel tubes or light, inex- 
pensive sheet material available to 
produce any finned coils, he said. As 
changes were made in developing low 
pressure condensing units, evapora- 


tors changed likewise, and the brine 
tank came into wide use. 

“But the early brine commercial 
jobs usually consisted of 50% food 
space with the remaining 50% of the 
space devoted to the brine tank,” 
he recalled. 

Then came the finned coils equip- 
ped with low side floats (‘which 
were a headache’”’), and these in turn 
gave way to thermostatic expansion 
valves, permitting improved coil de- 
sign, continued Mr. McMillen. Coils 
were also improved by the develop- 
ment of better methods of fastening 
the fins to the tubes. 


WHAT CAUSES FROSTING? 


“There are a number of misconcep- 
tions regarding the application of 
finned surfaces,” he averred. “Many 
people think there is a direct rela- 
tionship between the frosting of the 
coils and spacing of the fins. That 
is a far-fetched idea. 

“Frosting of extended surfaces is 
influenced much more by temperature 
difference than by fin spacing. It is 
more economical to manufacture coils 
with closely spaced fins since this 
requires less tubing. 

“But the important thing is that 
frosting does cut the efficiency of the 
surface. Plenty of coil surface at a 
low temperature difference is needed 
to prevent frosting,” he reminded the 
repairmen. 

Also important is the arrangement 
of the extended coil surface, said Mr. 
McMillen. 

“For a walk-in cooler 10 ft. by 10 
ft. by 10 ft. you can figure how much 
coil surface will be required for vari- 
ous heat loads in a few minutes. 
But if a coil of the proper surface 
capacity should be made in the form 
of a cube and suspended in the center 
of that refrigerator, it won’t give 
satisfactory conditions. You couldn’t 
get sufficient air through the coil due 
to the arrangement of the surface.”

Servicing Commercial 
Refrigeration Systems 


Editor’s Note: There are seven simple steps that the 
commercial refrigeration repairman should follow in diagnosing a 
complaint.
